AN ACT relative to proceedings in county courts in certain oases. 

The People of the State of Wisconsin, represented in 
Senate and Assembly, do enact as follows:

the seal of the court from which the same shall issue, 
and shall be directed to the sheriff of the proper county, 
setting forth the amount due upon such judgment, and 
commanding him to satisfy the same, with interest and 
costs thereon, out of the goods and chattels, lands and 
tenements of the judgment debtor within his county.
